The gigantic Colossu s of Rhodes was 
one of the sev en wonders of the world. 
It was erected In honor of the su n by 
Chares of Lindu s, a disciple of Ly sip­ 
pu s, and was thrown down by an 
earthq u ak e abou t ‘224 B. C. The fig­ 
u re stood u pon two moles, a leg ex ­ 
tended on each side of the harbor. A 
winding staircase led to the top of the 
figu re, from ou t of the ey es of which 
were v isible the coast of Sy ria and the 
ships sailing on the coast of Egy pt 
The colossi were the pecu liar charac­ 
teristic of eastern art and were of com­ 
mon occu rrence, many of them being 
ov er six ty feet in heigiit 
The most 
celebrated is tbe statu e of Mernnos, on 
the plain of Thebes, described by the 
historian Strabo.

whiai is now lighting the battles of 
the fatherland is greatly superior to 
similar organizations in other coun­ 
tries 
And yet supreme 
as 
the 
Germans are in the art of govern­ 
ment and in the higher elements of 
stat^'inanship. 
They seek to carry 
out their purposes by brute force 
and apparently have little knowledge 
of t|e human heart and very little 
power of putting themselves in the 
placet of the other man or in the im­ 
partial observer. 
Their 
behaviour 
towafd others for many years past 
has been characterized more by the 
arrogance that so often accompanies 
the consciousness of physical prow­ 


e s s •m**her than by the spirit of fair 
play and kindness, which does not 
simply coerce men’s actions but wins 
their hearts. 


Compare for instance the conduct 
of Germany at the outbreak of this 
war with the conduct of Abraham 
Lincoln at the outbreak of the Civil 
war in our own country. 
Germany 
determined to support Austria in an 
overbearing ultimatum to a 
feeble 
adversary. 
She refused to join in 
the proposals lor a conference of 
the impartial nations, made by Eng­ 
land. 
She demanded 
Unit 
Russia 
should reeall her mobilization with­ 
in twelve hours. 
She demanded that 
France within eighteen hours should 
assure her of' French neutrality. She 
demanded of Belgium the right to 
march across neutral territory and 
Belgium must answer 
immediately. 
She calls this war a war of defense 
but begins it by invading the terri­ 
tory of a small, weak neighbor who 
had done her no harm and also by 
the invasion of France which had 
ordered its troops to remain ten kilo­ 
meters behind the frontier in order 
not to be guilty of the first aggres­ 
sion. 


*It is not clear enough 
that 
by 
such a course she 
multiplied 
the 
number of her adversaries and dim­ 
inished the number of her friends? 
If Germany had been willing to fore­ 
go the small military advantage of 
striking the first blow and had con­ 
fined herself at least during the first 
period of the war to the actual de­ 
fense of her own territory how diff­ 
erently the world would have felt 
in regard to her. 
She lacked 
the 
moral greatness to put her enemies 
wholly in the wrong by the modera­ 
tion and justice of her conduct.

her chancellor said, she determined 
to “hack her way through” to vic­ 
tory and conquest undeterred by any 
“scrap of paper 1”

from the course of Abraham Lin­ 
coln.

This was the commencement of host­ 
ilities. 
Major Anderson was simply 
to defend liis position in the beleag- 
ured .ort and when Fort Sumter was 
attacked and fell, the Confederacy 
by this act had placed itself com­ 
pletely in the wrong. 
If there had 
been a Lincoln today on the throne

German 
empire,

Harris: a politi­ 
cian, Thomas T aggart: a corn grow­ 
er, Leonard F. Clore; the au ditor of 
state, William II. O’Brien, and an 
engineer-professor. R. L. Saekett. 
The commission annou nced that it 
will make u p its mind only 
after 
hav ing sou nded the people and ob­ 
tained their v iews. 
To do this, it 
is proposed to hold pu blic meetings 
in v arou s cities at whch road pro­ 
blems will he considered, a speak­ 
er will be heard, and a general foru m 
of q u estions and discu ssion condu ct­ 
ed. The cities to be v isited the latter 
half ot* Nov ember are: La Porte, Ft. 
Way ne, Marion, Lafay ette, Frank­

“ 1 have just passed two days un­ 
der guard at the front, one day un­ 
der guard in Paris, part of the time 
in the famous military prison of the 
Cherche-Midi-and eight days of p a­ 
role, all because General Joffre re­ 
fuses to have us give his w ar opera­ 
tions the onee over at close range. 
And I was not the only member of 
the “seeing the w ar” party. There 
were seven of us in all-four of us 
Americans, including Richard H ard­ 
ing Davis, an “old offender” in the 
war corresponding game. 
Having previously been 
pinched 
by almost every other arm y in E u ­ 
rope, Davis remarked dolefully a f ­ 
ter the French 
nabbed 
his: 
“ By 
gravy! 
This war is my W aterloo; 
I’m going home!” 
I understand he is leaving today— 
his eight day parole being up, 
his 
“time” served and fines paid. 
There were 
three of us 
and 
a 
chauffeur in our party. 
We had by 
rare good luck witnessed an action 
around the French left wing 
and 
were bound towards the centre at 
Rheims when it happened. 
It was a 
merry captain who pinched us. 
‘‘Hey,” lie « allied out gaily, where 
are you folk?' going?’’ 
“To Rheims,” we chorused. 
How 
far is it ?” 
“Let’s go ask the general,” lie said 
and laughed like a spvnx-m yster- 
ious like— but with a joke in 
the 
chortle. 
Slowly we were oozed into what 
the joke was. 
It was on u s . 
The 
general said Rheims was seven miles 
away and tpiite too fa r to walk. 
“Oil, we have a car,” we chirrup­ 
ed, uncomprehending 
t lie 
general’s 
grim humor. 
“Oh, I 
requisitioned 
th a t” 
lie 


said . “Captain, will you escort the 
gentlemen out ?” 
The captain would and did escort 
us out.

Imagine a coun­ 
try village where there isn’t a rail­

for it that we would not run, hut to 
make sure, they kept a sentry at the 
gate with instructions to shoot if we 
showed any inclination to get ab ­ 
sent minded. 
Tliey^ were very, very 
nice about it, insisting all the time 
that we were positively not consid­ 
ered prisoners— as 
prisoners were 
entitled to soldiers’ rations, and we 
were not. 


A kick about our quarters among 
the prisoners— since we were Not 
prisoners and would be shot only if 
we ran—g«»t for us an empty hay 
loft to and the proper use of money 
got us hay to sleep on. 
The snoring was fine. 


Du the morning of the second day 
«ye were given our car back and ta ­ 
ken to Paris an armed 
gendarme 
along with us. 
Arriving in the even­ 
ing we had dinner in tlie corridor of 
tlie Cherche-Midee military 
prison. 


A lm ost we had the 
experience 
of 
sleeping there, where Captain Alfred 
D re y fu s was shut up, but mysterious 


fo rces suddenly shifted us between 
midnight and 1 a. m. to the Inval- 
ides where, in the shadow of N a­ 
poleon’s tombs we slept in officers’ 
beds. 
Then we were let go. 


Ye-, the war correspondents game 
is gone— that is, the game as it used 
to be. 
No more will 
the

pondent tell generals how

their battles, and also, perhaps, no 
more will the generals have fine b at­ 
tle cries put into their mouths and 
become famous for having uttered 
them.

steel industry. 
They 
are 
building 
great steel roller mills in China and 
already a ship load of their product 
has entered this country without one 
cent duty, thus bringing the cheap 
labor of China in direct competition 
with thot here and as a result con­ 
ditions in the steel industry in this 
country were never as bad as now. 


“Since your products are in 
di­ 
rect competition with those of the 
world, look at that country in South 
America, the most fertile country in 
the world— the Argentine Republic. 
So far fifteen million bushels of corn 
have come to the United States from 
this country and to think the United 
States raises 75 per cent of the corn 
of the world! 
Even this amount of 
corn shipped here has destroyed our 
eastern market. 
There is not one 
bushel of Indiana corn going to an 
eastern market. 
The Democrats will 
tell you that the Argentine corn is 
no good—of an inferior grade, but I 
have an analysis from Purdue Uni­ 
versity and from the Department of 
Agriculture in Washington and they 
say the corn is better than that you 
raise. 
“Last week I 
visited 
in 
South 
Bend, Indiana, and went through the 
great Studebaker plant. 
The gener­ 
al manager told me an incident that 
will be of interest to the farmers, lie 
wrote W. B. Diley, manager of the 
firm that manufactured the 
“5 A” 
blanket and received a letter in reply 
stating that they were not 
making 
this blanket anymore because they 
were buying the same thing in Eng­ 
land. 
A s a result of this GOO men 
are out of work in the blanket fa c­ 
tory in this 
country. 
The 
Singer 
Sewing Machine company in 
1013 
was employing 4,200 men, now that 
plant is operating with only 350 men. 
Don’t let the Democrats

duly alarmed.’ 

Did any 
of you farmers ask that it be placed 
on the free list and did Finly Gray 
consult you about this?

the second highest office in the Uni­ 
ted States. 
This same Marshall is 
to shortly come to Indiana and make 
some speeches and in all probability 
he will visit Rush county. 
In 1908 
the Republicans turned over to Mar­ 
shall $493,117.40 on the credit side 
of the ledger. 
You might ask Mar­ 
shall about this.

lie made a personal appeal to the 
voters asking them to elect a man 
who can fill the office. 
“1 east no reflection at my oppon­ 
ent,” said Judge Sparks, “for per­ 
sonally we are good friends, hut I 
want to he elected and with your 
help 1 will be.” 
Ernest B. 
Thomas, 
formerly of 
Milrov, acted as chairman of 
the 
meeting and following the close of 
Mr. MeCardle’s address several can­ 
didates on tho 
Republican 
county 
ticket spoke.
